RESOLUTION: Moved by Twombly and seconded by Baier to approve Resolution #2023-31 – Resolution for establishing speed limits.  Be it hereby 
resolved by the City Council of the City of Casey, Iowa and the Boar of Supervisors of Adair County, Iowa: Whereas, the city council is empowered 
under authority of the Casey City Ordinances Section 3-3-10 and of the Iowa Code Section 321.290 to determine upon the basis of an engineering 
and traffic investigation that the speed permitted by State law upon the following streets or portions thereof is greater or less than is necessary for the 
safe operation of vehicles thereon, and Whereas, such an investigation has been requested by the Adair County Engineer and has been completed 
by the City of Casey. Now therefore it be resolved by the City Council of Casey, Iowa and the Board of Supervisors of Adair County that the speed 
limit be established and appropriate signs be erected at the location described as follows: 25 MPH on West Hayes Street beginning at a point located 
at the SW corner of Lot 7 of NE NW of Section 7-T77N-R32W to a point located at the SW corner of Lot 6 of NE NW of Section 3-T77N-R32W in 
Walnut Township. Roll Call Vote: Walker, aye; Twombly, aye; Wedemeyer, aye; Baier, aye; and Hoadley, aye.  Approved.  
 
ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH – 28E AGREEMENT: Jotham Arber, Environmental Health, went over the proposed 28E Agreement between Adair 
County and Guthrie County for Environmental Health Services. Arber explained that there were only a couple of differences between the proposed 
28E and what was already in place.  One change would be for billing which would go from quarterly billing to monthly billing.  The annual administrative 
service fee would also increase to $15,000 from $7,500.  This change was made in the budget for FY24.  Meal reimbursement would also change from 
110% to 100%.  The Board and Arber discussed environmental health fees and grants.  The Board would like the County Attorney to review the 28E 
agreement and then will sign prior to July 1st.  Arber exited at 9:18 a.m. 
 
OPIOID SETTLEMENT FUNDS: Laurie Cooley, Zion Director, and Amanda Wahler, Zion Prevention Specialist, described what uses Zion could use 
for the Opioid Settlement Funds that the County is receiving.  Unfortunately, the allowable uses of the Opioid Settlement Funds are very limited and 
the expenses that these funds could cover are already being covered by the State Opioid Response Grant that Zion is receiving for each County they 
cover.  If Zion were to receive a portion of the funds, it would go towards increased marketing, Narcan purchases, and drug drop off boxes.  Cooley 
also mentioned working with the Sheriff’s office for the jail and incarcerated persons, although Sheriff Vandewater stated that he currently does not 
have a high problem with opioid users in the jail.  Vandewater’s concern is getting help faster to those people who may not be incarcerated, but are 
needing help right away.  When he has helped opioid users in the past, it has taken weeks just to get an initial visit with a clinic.  Cooley and Wahler 
thought it would be a great option for the County to be able to split funds between Zion, Crossroads Behavioral Health, and Public Health. Cooley and 
Wahler exited at 9:50 a.m.
